Washington, June 28.—(/)—Fre- 
quent purchase of liquor by special 
agents of the state with money out 
of the $130,000 fund raised by the 
Pennsylvania Women’s Christian 'Tem- 
perance union for enforcement of the 
dry laws was disclosed today before 
the senate campaign funds committee. 
Senator Reed, democrat, Missour1, 
chairman of the committee, said that 
the law was violated in order that it 
might be enforced, but William B. 
Wright, special counsel to Governor 
Pinchot, who, with Attorney General 
Woodraff administered the temperance 
fund, defended the practice of the 
agents. 

“I know of no other way you can 
obtain evidence upon which to gei 
convictions,” he said. 

Vouchers Read. 
Picking at random from a large 
batch of vouchers covering expendi- 
tures from the fund, Senator Reed 
took the expense account of Lawrence 
M. Knox, wiich showed expetiditures 
of approximately $75 for liquor from 
September 17 to October 3, 1923. 
On some days expenses for this pur- 
pose exceeded living costs of the agent. 
The highest day’s liquor bill ws 
$10.50, but it was explained that in 
two instances the agent had to pay a 
“cover charge” at the Paradise and 
Martinique cabarets in Philadelphia to 
get the evidence. 
Senator Goff, republican, West Vir- 
ginia, wanted to know if the agenis 
could keep sober when drinking so 


“much almest daily, but Wright «s- 


sured him that they did, explaining 
that usually they traveled in threes 
and that one agent paid the liquor 
bills for all. 

The smallest daily ‘otal for liquor in 
Knox's account was 65 cents. 

“That must have. been a bad day,”’

Wright told the committee that the 
usual price for a drink of whisky was 
50 cents, and that beer ranged from 15 
cents a glass up to 40 cents a bottle.

Proselyting by the administration 
leaders with the aid of the president’s 
appeal has resulted in a gain of re- 
publican votes for the Fess bill ad- 
yocated by Mr. Coolidge, but whether 
it will receive enough democratic 
votes to procure it’s passage is the 
principal uncertain element in the 
situation. Democratic leaders think 
that not more than from five to eight 
democrats will vote for the bill. 

Senator Deneen, republican, of Illi- 


feated in the senate last week, but 
has declined to go farther with the 
corn belt leaders in opposing any al- 
ternative plan. In view of the appeal 
of the president, Mr. Deneen feels, he 
informed the corn belt group that it 
is his duty to vote for the Fess bill.

HISTORIC BATTLE 
ISRE PRODUCED 


Charleston, S. C., June 28.—(#)— 
With thousands of Charlestonians and 
visitors in attendance the historic 
revolutionary battle of Fort ‘Moultrie, 
marking the third and last day of he 
sesqui-centennial celebration, was ‘re- 
produced today on the spot Where 
150 years ago General William Moul- 
trie repulsed the British fleet com- 
manded by Sir Peter Parker, British 
admiral. 

Enaeted by detachments of the 
United States army, navy and marine 
corps and troops of the national guard 
of South Carolina clad in the uniform 
of colonial days, the battle presented 
the main historical features of the 
famous engagement with considerable 
accuracy, though the events were of 
necessity crowded in point of time. 

Murray Bennett, now of New York, 
a Charlestonian, appeared :.s Sergeant 
Jasper, who achieved immortality by 
recapturing the colors after they had 
been felled by a British ball. Lieu- 
tenant Colonel R. John West, in com- 
mand of Fort Moultrie, impersonated 
William Moultrie, and President John 
Rutledge was portrayed by Thomas P. 
Rutledge, chief of the Charleston po- 
lice department. Sir Peter Parker’s 
role was taken by his great-grandson, 
Luther W. Parker. 

Several hours before the attack was 
launched on the Palmetto stronghold 
at Sullivan’s island, a mass of spec- 
tators gathered at Battery Jasper and 
on the parapets of the fort, a strategic 
position te witness the bombardment 
from these and the return of the fire 
from the besieged. 

Just prior to the becinning hostili- 
ties, a speech was made by Governor 
Thomas G. McLeod, of South Caro- 
lina, in which he dwelt upon the sig- 
nificance of the occasion. Formal 
honors were accorded the chief execu- 
tive of the state upon his arrival by 
the firing of a salute from Fort Moul- 
trie. 

Events of Saturday and Sunday 
were \preliminary to the impressive 
program of today, Carolina day, which 
was declared a state holiday. The 
bells of Saint Michael’s rang out, the 
same bells that sounded 150 years 
ago. A drizzling rain failed to keep 
people indoors, the streets being 
crowded early with the holiday throng. 
Heralding the mile events, salutes 
were fired from Fort Moultrie, and 
the three first-line battleships, Wyo- 
ming, Utah and New York.

NEAR CHARLESTON

On Ship Question 


Geneva, June 28—()}-—Something 
new again emerged at Geneva today 
when the naval delegates decided that 
it was impossible even for them to 
distinguish between types of warships. 
This decision is another factor in the 
fight led by the French and Italians 
against employing the tonnage or 
classes of ships as a means of compar- 
ing the strength of navies. 

The French and Italians merely 
want total tonnage considered, with- 
out any emphasis being laid on cate- 
gories, such as battleships and subma- 
rines, in the constguction of which 
they prefer compléte liberty of 
action. 

The question arose today when the 
British, introducing a project, asked 
“whether it is possible to divide 
roughly combatant naval units into 
classes in such a manner as to con- 
vey to the naval mind the distinction 
between them,” 

Great Britain, the United States, 
Japan, Chile and Argentina voted 
“ves,” but six nations, France, Italy, 
Czecho-Slovakia, Jugo-Slavia, Poland 
and Belgium, voted “no.” Eight coun- 
tries abstained from voting. , 

To justify Italian opposition, the 
Italian admiral asked his colleagues 
what they would call a battleship 
which mounted only three-inch guns. 
Rear Admiral Hilary Jones, U. S. N., 
rejoined, “I should call it a joke.”

mitted. In no case, however, have 
the French white troops been impli- 
cated in any of these alleged acts. 

Reports of the alleged atrocities 
have been placed on file in every 
neutral consulate in Damascus and 
their respective governments have been 
informed of them. The neutral ob- 
servers feel that the French govern- 
ment would welcome a League of Na- 
tions investigation into these charges 
or should conduct one itself.

HISTORIC BATTLE 
ISREPRODUCED 
NEAR CHARLESTON 


Charleston, S. C., June 28.—(#)— 
With thousands of Charlestonians and 
visitors in attendance the _ historic 
revolutionary battle of Fort ‘Moultrie, 
marking the third and last day of.the 
sesqui-centennial celebration, was ‘re- 
produced today on the spot Where 
150 years ago General William Moul- 
trie repulsed the British fleet com- 
manded by Sir Peter Parker, British 
admiral. 

Enaeted by detachments of the 
United States army, navy and marine 
corps and troops of the national guard 
of South Carolina clad in the uniform 
of colonial days, the battle presented 
the main historical features of the 
famous engagement with considerable 
accuracy, though the events were of 
necessity crowded in point of time. 

Murray Bennett, now of New York, 
a Charlestonian, appeared :.s Sergeant 
Jasper, who achieved immortality by 
recapturing the colors after they had 
been felled by a British ball. Lieu- 
tenant Colonel R. John West, in com- 
mand of Fort Moultrie, impersonated 
William Moultrie, and President John 
Rutledge was portrayed by Thomas P. 
Rutledge, chief of the Charleston po- 
lice department. Sir Peter Parker’s 
role was taken by his great-grandson, 
Luther W. Parker. 

Several hours before the attack was 
aunched on the Palmetto stronghold 
at Sullivan’s island, a mass of spec- 
tators gathered at Battery Jasper and 
on the parapets of the fort, a strategic 
osition te witness the bombardment 
rom these and the return of the fire 
from the besieged. 

Just prior to the bevinning hostili- 
ties, a speech was made by Governor 
Thomas G. McLeod, of South Caro- 
lina, in which he dwelt upon the sig- 
nificance of the occasion. Formal 
honors were accorded the chief execu- 
tive of the state upon his arrival by 
the firing of a salute from Fort Moul- 
trie. 

Events of Saturday and Sunday 
were \preliminary to the impressive 
program of today, Carolina day, which 
was declared a state holiday. The 
bells of Saint Michael’s rang out, the 
same bells that sounded 150 years 
ago. A drizzling rain failed to keep 
people indoors, the streets being 
crowded early with the holiday throng. 
Heralding the mile events, salutes 
were fired from Fort Moultrie, and 
the three first-line battleships, Wyo- 
ming, Utah and New York.

Geneva, June 28.—(4)}-—Something 
new again emerged at Geneva today 
when the naval delegates decided that 
it was impossible even for them to 
distinguish between types of warships. 
This decision is another factor in the 
fight led by the French and Italians 
against employing the tonnage or 
classes of ships as a means of compar- 
ing the strength of navies. 

The French and Italians merely 
want total tonnage considered, with- 
out any emphasis being laid on cate- 
gories, such as battleships and subma- 
rines, in the constguction of which 
they prefer compléte liberty of 
action.

a loan could be used to great advan- 
tage by cotton, tobacco and other co- 
operatives. In other words such a loan 
makes available capital without which 
they cannot function effectively or on 
a large scale, and there is no other 
source from which such capital can 
be obtained. It is sorely needed, but 
it cannot be obtained today from com- 
mercial banks or intermediate credit 
banks because of the character of the 
security required by these banks. 

“I consider these amortized loans 
reasonably safe. There is nothing more 
safe than the annhal movement of 
agricultural commodities to market. 


And once sound, well-financed, large 
scale cooperatives are placed in proc- 
fess of development an enormous yvol- 
ume of commodities is certain to flow 
through their hands. 

“An amortization charge places no 
‘burden on the farmer or upon the 
farmer who is a member of a cooper- 
ative because it will be more than 
made up by the economies in market- 
ing that result from large scale co- 
operative marketing. A half-cent a 
bushel on wheat can be saved many 
times over by a strong cooperative 
through the absorption of the present 
legitimate profit of the middle man. 

“The principle of amortized loans 
has been applied with outstanding suc- 
cess by the Federal Land banks and 
it can be employed safely and most 
effectively by the marketing board 
for which my amendment provides. ’

When the late apostle of “bloodless 
surgery” for congenital hip disease in- 
troduced himself and ‘his method of 
treatment to this country he made a 
great contribution to science and hu- 
manity and that is acknowledged by 
the name which is now everywhere 
applied to this method of treatmert— 
the Lorenz method.

In congenital hip disease the hip is 
not dislocated when the child is born, 
but there is a delayed or retarded de- 
velopment of the head of the thigh 
bone (femur) and of the socket or cup 
of the hip bone, so that the head of 
the femur tends to slide out of the 
shallow socket. The treatment of the 
defect consists of manipulation and re- 
tention of the thigh bone in a posi- 
tion which will tend to keep the head 
of the bone in the cup or socket or in 
the place where the cup or socket will 
subsequently form. : 

It is unwise to wrap up an infant's 
legs .so that they must be kept 
straightened out, for that tends to 
favor the dislocation of the hips, if 
there is any developmental retarda- 
tion there. The young infant should 
he allowed freedom of movement of 
the legs, and the thighs should be 
flexed or bent at the hips most of 


the time. ; 
It is unwise to teach or encourage 


a baby to walk until the baby begins 
spontaneously to change from crawl- 
ing or creeping to the erect posture. 
Such contrivances as “baby walkers 
are to be condemned. 
In most eases congenital dislocation 
of the hip is not recognized until the 


child begins to walk.

Poughkeepsie, N. Y., June 28.—() 
In as throbbing, spectacular a battle 
of speed and brawn as any seas have 
witnessed, the University of Wash- 
ington’s stalwart oarsmen this eve- 
ning wrested the intercollegiate var- 
sity championship, most coveted crown 
of the rowing world, from the naval 
academy’s gallant crew.

Close to 80,000 spectators looked 
ou from ships, shore and observation 
train cars in frenzied excitement as 
Washington and the Navy battled it 
out in a race that brought to a cli-

The Huskies and the Midshipmen 
had been expected to fight it out as 
they have done. four times in the 
last five years, but few were prepared 
for the thrills that they packed into 
their struggle today—an epic of oars- 
manship that overshadowed all other 
events of a brilliant and picturesque 
regatta. 

Outclassed by these two _ super- 
crews, the remaining six contenders 
in the record-breaking field of eight 
varsity starters staged a secondary 
battle of their own for positions.

ern Italy and north Africa. 


As far as is known, only one per- 
son was killed. Several were injured. 
reater loss of life was prevented by 
the flight of the panic-stricken pop: 
lation as soon as the first intimatic: 


tremor was felt. The quake lasted 
only from 50 seconds to two minutes 
in various places and repeated itself 
three times. Even the upper stories 
of the houses were cleared of their gn- 
habitants, however, before the walls 
began to crumble. 


Island of Rhodes Hit: 


The severest damage was wrought 
ga the Island of Rhode... where sev- 
eral thousand houses were destroyed. 
The towns on the island most. se- 
riously affected were Haukgop. Ark- 
hangelo, Lindo, Menolitho,” Apolakkia 
and Arnita. Not a single important 
building was left standing at Ark- 
haagelo, while 600 structures tumbled 
down at Rhodes. Serious damage also 
was caused on the islands of Sear- 
panto, Lreos, Stampalia, Symi and 
Castelrosso. 

The shock was felt at Bengazi, 
€yrenaica, Tripoli and throughout Cal- 
abria, Aputal and Sicily. Panie was 
prevalent in the southern part of Cal- 
abria and ia northwestern Sicily. <A 
large part of the population in these 
places lived through the devastating 
quake in 1908 ir the vicinity of the 
voleanic island Stromboli. 

Seismographic instruments at Rome 
reported the epicenter of the quake a 
distance of 1,200 kilometers. The deli- 
cate instrumeut at Faenza_ recorded 
in enormous movement of eighteen 
inches, 

The quake shook southern Italy, 
Sicily, Tripoli and the Dodocanese is- 
lands. 

Although slight damage was caused 
in Sicily, panic reigned there, par- 
ticularly at Messina. Priscaers in the 
jails at Catania, Messina and Cal- 
tagirone were so terror stricken that 
they mutinied, necessitating the sum- 
moning of police reserves. 

The center of the disturbance was 
in or ‘aear the Cyclades or Crete. The 
shocks are thought possibly to have 
been due to the sudden activity of a 
voleano on the Greek island of San- 
torim. 


Antiqaes Wrecked. 


The Archaeological museum at Can- 
dia, Crete, containing many antiqui- 
ties, was wrecked. 

At Athens, communications appar- 
ently were broken by the shocks. 

The quake shook northern Egypt 
severely, causing great alarm at Alex- 
ander, Port Said and Isbalia. Some 
ndvices are that many buildings were 
thrown down while walls of others 
i were cracked. 

Few casualties have been reported 
There were several 
fatalities in the Egyptian cowatrysice. 

Palestine, including Jerusalem, was 
shaken, but no damage or casualties 
have been recorded.

Witness Supports 


Self-Defense Plea 
Of Martin Durkin 
Leased Wire to The Constitution and 


(Br 
The Chicago Tribune.) 

Chicago, Ill., June 28.—Martin Dur- 
kin, on trial for the killing of Hdward 
C. Shanahan, agent of the department 
of justice, won an important point to- 
day when a _ witness testified that 
Shanahan had a pistol in his hand 
when Durkin killed him and that two 
shots were fired. 

The defense has maintained from 
the start that Shanahan, who, al- 
though a federal officer, was not an 
arresting official and therefore had 
no right to carry weapons, was not 
only armed when he accosted Durkin 
in the dark garage, but that he fired 
the first shot. Durkin contends he 
believed Shanahan was a hold-up man 
and shot him in self-defense. 

Lee W. Porter, who was working 
in a lighted part of the garage, said 
he did not see who fired the first 
shot, but immediately after two shots 
in rapid succession, Shanahan dodged 
behind the office of the garage and 
Durkin started backing his car out of 
the dark pocket, both men firing fu- 
riously. , 

Porter tapped so vigorously and fre- 
quently with a pencil on the arm of 
his chair, to illustrate the rapidity of 
the shots, that he was admonished by 
the court to cease the demonstration. 
At the same time the judge again 
warned the prosecutors for the state 
not to “attegnpt-to put anything over.” 

The police profess to fear the Dur- 
kin may attempt to shoot his way 
out of the courtroom. His relatives 
are not permitted to get close to him 
and extra guards have been assigned 
to watch his every move and to keep 
back the crowds that jam the court- 
room and the corridorr.

A possible motive of jealousy was 
suggested by Andrew R. Dole, a rela- 
tive of the victim, who said that Hew- 
itt recently had shown attentions to 
a nurse who cared for Mrs. Hewitt 
just before her death. Miss Ren- 
wick left the household more than a 
year ago.

Flayed by Byrns 


Washington, June 28.—(#)—The 
administration’s plans for the new 
federal industrial institution for wom- 
en, located at Alderson, W. Va., were 


attacked in the house today by Rep- 
resentative Byrns, of Tennessee, 


ranking democrat on the appropria- 
tions committee. 

He said the department of justice 
was planning to spend $2,640,000 for 
the plant, which would accommodate 


900 persons, making the cost about 
$5,200 an inmate. He listed some of 
the items as follows: 7 

Dairy cows, $3,400; feed and cattle 
barn, $20,000: milk house, $14,000; 
cow stable, $15,000; brooder houses, 
$2,600; hog house $7,000; roads and 
walks, $150,000. 

There are to be 11 “cottages,” he 
said at a cost of $60,000 each, while 
the superintendent's building will cost 
$36,000 and be fitted with furniture 
costing $4,500. , 

He added that contracts for many 
of these things already had been let 
by the justice department without au- 
thority, but said it probably would be 
cheaper for the government to go 
ahead with the plans than to be “sued 
by the cogtractors, who would be 
swarming on congress next year for 
relief.”
